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WAR VETERANS 
ALLOWANCE ACT 


Art Wakelyn, the provincial sec- 
retary of the Canadian Legion, B.E.

CHILDREN ACT 

Art Wakelyn, the ptovincial sec- 
retary of the Canadian Legion, BE. 
S.L., in Alberta, has asked us to be

‘Fresh from the gardens’ 
A World 


Subject of Discussion 


The whole civilized world is discussing one subject today,—Tariffs. And | 


in those countries which are the more highly organized, where the standard 
of living is highest, where the most modern and efficient methods of produc- 
tion, both in agriculture and in industry, prevail, the discussion is most keen. 


For over a year and a half the United States has been in the throes of 


“a nation-wide strugglé over the new Hawley-Smoot tariff, the effect of 


which is to raise duties against all other countries to a height never ‘before 
attained. 


In, Great Britain, Lord Beaverbrook, supported by his fellow publisher, , 


Lord Rothermere, is engaged in a great campaign of publicity with the ob- 
ject’ of swinging the British people into support of a new fiscal system, 
based on the idea of free trade within the Empire, or as. near an approach 


to it as possible, coupled with tariffs against all foreign countries? Ex- | 


Premier @aldwin still maintains his stand in favor of what are termed 
“safeguarding” Of industry duties, coupled with a referendum on the ques- 
tion of placing a tax on food supplies in order that a preference may be 
given to the overseas Dominions. 

In France, in Germany, in Italy, and in other European countries feel- 
ings akin to bitterness have developed against, the United States because 
of the higher duties that country has levied against the world. All these 
nations, heavy debtors to the United States, feel outraged that the only 
means whereby they can pay their war debts to the U.S., namely, by ex- 
ports to that country, is thus largely closed to them. Talk of reprisals is 
general, and in a number of instances higher tariffs have been imposed, par- 
ticularly on products and manufactured goods in which the United States 
is a_large exporter. : : 

The Commonwealth of Australia, finding itself over-burdened with an 
extremely heavy national debt, and in need .of larger revenues, has raised its 


’ tariff to new heights, and in regard to certain articles has entirely prohibit- 


ed their importation. 

In Canada, the recent Budget of Hon. C. A .Dunning, imposing counter- 
vailing duties on a specified list of articles against the United States, rais-. 
ing other duties as against that country, and increasing the scope ,of the pre- 
ference accorded to-Great Britain and other parts of the Empire, is now a 
daily household topic all over, the Dominion, and the outstanding issue in the 
general election campaign now in progress. . 

Without presuming to offer any opinion on the relative merits of High 
Tariffs, Low Tariffs, or no Tariffs at all, because to do so would be to enter 
into the realm of partizan discussion, and such discussion is rigidly barred 
in this column, the question may well be asked: What is to.be the outcome 
of this world tendency on the part of practically all nations to erect trade 
barriers one against the other, and each one against all others? 


Certain facts must be recognized and admitted by all. It cannot be 
denied that Tariffs do engender hard feelings and suspicions between nations, 
and when such feelings develop, no matter what the cause; there is always 
great danger of the ensuing bitterness'hecoming gradually more intense, and 
the opposing peoples brought to a fraraé’ of iiind Where they ‘ateless reidy 
to co-operate in other matters for the common good of all. In a word, inter- 
national goodwill is placed in jeopardy, and a situation created where some 
little spark might easily start a mighty conflagration,—another World War 
in fact, 

But even should such a dire calamity not result, what. is going to be.the 
economic effect on the world, and on each separaté nation, if one and all 
pursue the policy of erecting trade barriers each against the others? The 
logical end, of course, would be the complete cessation of all international 
trade. With each nation refusing to buy from other nations, or at least 


making it ‘as difficult as possible to do so, it would inevitably follow that no 


nation could sell to any other nation, or to a very limited extent. This is a 
situation that must be faced, because it is looming up on the horizon in view 
of the ecOnomic and fiscal policies now under such wide discussion. 


If nations decide not to buy largely, or at all from other nations, it fol-° 
lows, we repeat, that there will be no buying nations to which’ other:nations 
can sell. Will this redound to the advantage of any nation? Take the United 
States as an example. If it refuses to buy from others, and ‘those others in 
returm refuse to buy from it, will the United States be better off? Can its 
own ‘people consume the enormous output of its factories and fields? The 
answer, of course, is “No.” Then the inevitable. result is less production, 
which in turn means less employment, and decreased employment means 
decreased buying power, and that means a still further decrease in consump- 
tion, production, employment, “buying power. 

It means further that if other nations will not buy goods made in the 
United States, the manufacturers in that country will erect branch factories 
in foreign lands, and employ the people of those countries. Thus these’ for- 
eigh people will secure employment. at the expense -of the United States 
worker, ‘ 

And if other countries follow the same policy and do likewise, how much 
better off will any one of them be than if they continued to raise those crops 
for which by nature they are best fitted to produce, or manufacture largely 
for world trade; and each distribute freely one to the other? 

The need of the hour in all lands would appear t> be sound thinking 


and sane, consideration of basic economic principles, divorced from purely 
nationalistic desires and ambitions. ‘- :

across the North Atlantic, have a 
new aid. This is new weather ser- 
vice, started in May, 1930, that plans 
the first complete ocean forecasting. 
In its files are pictures that explain 
better than words, why but one west- 
bound non-stop ‘plane has crossed the 
North Atlantic, while eight have 
made it in the other direction. 

Take, for illustration, one of these 
pictures, the weather map of the 
North Atlantic, on November 25 last, 
made during preliminary organiza- 
tion. The lines that mark the course 
of the winds trace a vast shape, that 
looks like a devil fish filling the ocean 
from Newfoundland to Ireland. 

Its eyes are two whirling cyclones 
set one-third the distance out from 
each -shore. Its. tentacles swing 
southward to the Azores, and north 
nearly to.Greenland. On it the thing 
which” swallowed -the westbound 
fliers without trace, from the, French 


ace, Nungesser, to Princess Loewen-. 


stein-Wertheim, and the Hon. Elsie 
Mackay, is apparent. It is a steady 
rush of air toward Europe. 

Though from locality to locality, 
its direction changes, yet its average 
is always into the teeth of the west- 
bound ’plane, with a range from 10 
miles an hour up to raging gales. It 
flows like the Gulf Stream, centering 
above the stream, though immensely 
wider, and subject. to swings of near- 
ly 1,000 miles. Westbound ‘planes 
bucking even the mildest of these 
currents, were cut down 10 miles an 
hour, and often far more. These 
figures must be multiplied by two to 
obtain the actual disadvange. 

The effect gives the westbound 
flier a far wider ocean to cross, as 
if the American coastline were push- 
ed back nearly to Chicago. 
ocean forecasting can warn of tem- 
pests that. sometimes develop from 
nothing even during the few hours a 
crossing ’plane takes. ¢

‘Fresh from the A... 
The Russian Menace 


Soviet Redesia presents a menace to Great Britain, Canada, the United 
States, in fact, to all countries which depend for their prosperity upon a 
world export trade. The Russian menace of today is mot ane of impending 
war fought by armies and navies, rifles, cannon, tanks, bombs and aircraft, 
but of a great economic struggle for world trade, and of the countries most 
likely to be seriously affected by such a struggle the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, and the United States come first. 

Prior to the Great War it was frequently contended that wars between 
nations were: brought about by armament manufacturers and. captains of 
industry seeking territory within which they might enjoy more or less 
exclusive rights of. trading. The Great War itself, was, in the final analysis, 
caused by Germany’s ambition to secure larger world markets and a greater 
colonial empire. The German navy was created for the express purpose of 
challenging the British navy with this very object in view. Germany failed, 
but in the Great War the old Russia of the Czars disappeared, and in its 
place there has arisen'the Soviet Republics dominated by the communist 
workers. - 

The Soviet leaders are absolutely ruthless in their methods, inspired by 
the ideals of fanatics, and spurred on by a belief that their ideas of govern- 
ment are the only right ones leading to freedom of the masses as opposed 


to all other. forms of government which they hold are under the control of | 


the hated capitalist classes. To the Soviet leaders all methods are right and 
fair if they will serve to accomplish their purpose. Hence the nature of the 
economic struggle now confronting the world. - 

Having seized the property of all. the landed and capitalist classes of 
Russia, having declared it a crime for any person in Russia to hold views 
contrary to those of the Soviet: authorities, and having imposed ultra- 
communistic ideas: upon the whole of Russia, the Soviet leaders are now 


' utilizing and working these seized; or stolen, properties with what is to all 


intents, and purposes convict labor. - And if there is any shortage of such 
labor, thousands more are made readily available by trumped-up charges of 
treason or disobedience to the Soviet, and without trial are thrown into 
forced labor camps. 

Coal, pulpwood, agricultural products, notati¢ wheat, produced under 
such conditions at a cost against which the producers of no other country 


. can successfully compete, are now beginning to be thrown into the markets. 


of the world. Some tens of thousands of tons of Russian coal have been 
shipped into Canada; scores of shiploads of Russian pulpwood are being sent 
to the United States to enter into competition with Canadian pulpwood, pulp 
and paper; Russian wheat is going to England where it displaces here 
Canadian wheat as it is largely of the same hard variety. 

And this is only the beginning. The Russian Soviet Government has 
expended hundreds of millions of dollars within the last few years in the 
purchase of the most up-to-date agricultural machinery. It has granted 
concessions to Henry Ford to establish a great plant for the manufacture of 
tractors, in that country; it has engaged, the services of the most noted 
railway and agricultural experts to direct operations in Russia; it has sent 
commissions of its own experts to foreign lands, and more particularly to 
Canada and the United States, to’ study» methods of transportation and 
marketing,—all with a view to making an aggressive bid for: the: trade of 
the world, and based on methods and costs of production with which other 
countries with their. greater liberty of the individual and higher.standards 
of living cannot begin to compete. 

Such, .in brief outline, is the serious nature of the menace to Canadian 
and United States business in the Russian situation. . United States labor 
and United States industrialists dre strongly battling the unfair Russian 
competition. -Canada must do likewise, for while a-country may be willing 
to face the competition of other countries, both at home and abroad, upon 
equal terms, no country. can compete with conditions such as those now 
prevailing-in Russia and survive. It is apparent that Russia, having failed 
in its political attempts to sovietize the world, has now embarked t Upow an 
economic conquest. 5 < ,
